EDUCATION OF TH E FUTURE. 


The following comment on educa 
tion, based on the report of the U nit­ 
ed States Bureau of Education, its en 
largem ent, its greater comprehensive 
ness, will prove of interest to all who 
are interested in the subject of educa 
tion, and particularly so as th e ‘teach­ 
ers’ institute is now in session in this 
city: 
There were 23,500,000 persons 
a t­ 
tending schools of some kind in the 
United S tates In 1|U16, according to 
estim ates of the TfhitCd States Bureau 
of Education. 
“This m eans,’’ declares 
the annual report of the comm ission­ 
er of education, “that approxim ately 
24 per cent of the inhabitants of the 
United States are attending school, as 
compared with 19 per cent in Great 
Britain, 17 per cent In France, 20 per 
cent in Germany, and , a little over 4 
per 
cent 
in 
Russia.” 
The bureau 
points out, however, th a t the result is 
much less favorable to the 
United 
States if daily attendance, rath er than 
enrollm ent, is taken as the basis for 
comparison, since some of the other 
nations have better attendance and a 
longer school term than the United 
States. 
The num ber of pupils in public kin­ 
dergartens and 
elem entary 
schools 
rose from 16,900,000 in 1910 to 17,935,- 
OOO in 1914, an increase of m ore than 
a million in four years. 
In the sam e 
period the num ber pf high school stu­ 
dents increased from 915,000 to 1,219,- 
000; and for 1915 the corresponding 
figure was 1,329,000. As the result of 
this increase of 110,000 in public high 
school students in the 14,000

The war was the result of o th er 
forces and these men are m ere fac­ 
tors of the war bearing som ew hat the 
sam e relation to It as educators bear 
to educational institutions.”

town of Buzeu has been captured by 
the Teutonic forces, Berlin announced
